Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-first  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  three  Districts  of  the  Combine,  in  which  an  account 
is  given  of  the  activities  of  the  Health  Departments  during  1958 o  The 
report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 

22/58o 

Since  April  1958,  when  the  Crawley  Urban  District  came  into  being, 

I  have  acted  as  M®Q®H.  to  the  New  Town,  which  now  has  a  population  in 
excess  of  50,000®  The  Crawley  Urban  District  Council  has  not  seen  fit 
to  join  with  the  other  authorities  in  the  Combined  District,  to  appoint 
a  joint  M0O0H0,  feeling  that  the  time  must  come  when  the  appointment  of 
a  full-time  officer  for  Crawley  will  be  necessary®  Should  the  Council's 
application  for  the  delegation  of  Health  and  Welfare  functions  ultimately 
be  successful,  there  is  no  doubt  that  such  an  appointment  would  be 
essential,  but  in  the  meantime  the  present  arrangement  continues  to 
operate  satisfactorily®  The  necessary  yearly  sanction  has  been  extended 
by  the  Minister  until  March,  I960® 

On  the  first  two  pages  of  each  section  of  this  report  will  be  found 
the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  individual  districts®  In  the  Horsham  Urban 
District,  the  Estimated  Resident  Population  increased  from  18,650  to 
19,060  (plus  410);  the  Corrected  Birth  Rate  rose  from  15  to  17®08,  and 
the  Corrected  Death  Rate  from  10®35  to  11®05°  The  number  of  births 
exceeded  the  deaths  by  82®  In  the  Horsham  Rural  District  the  E.R.P. 
rose  by  140,  from  21,710  to  21,850;  the  CoBoR®  fell  from  14.24  to  13®74, 
while  the  C.D.R®  rose  from  9°2  to  10;  -  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
being  48®  In  the  Petworth  District  the  E.R®P.  was  unchanged®  The  C.B.R® 
fell  from  17° 3  to  15°53,  while  the  C.D.R®  rose  from  8® 29  to  10.29®  The 
number  of  deaths  exceeded  the  births  by  one. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a  rise  in  the  Death  Rate  in  all 
three  areas,  -  the  increase  being  mainly  due  to  deaths  from  Cancer  and 
to  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System®  This  is  of  course  the 
general  experience  in  all  areas  and  is  partially  accounted  for  by  the 
increased  expectation  of  life,  as  these  diseases  tend  to  affect  partic¬ 
ularly  those  in  the  older  age-groups® 
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The  greatest  advances  in  medicine  in  the  later  nineteenth  century 
were  in  connection  with  the  "causes  of  disease" p  Our  ancestors  gave 
explanations  of  illness  bound  up  with  the  supernatural.  Then  came  the 
great  era  of  bacteriology  and  the  discovery  of  causes  of  cholera,  typhoid, 
tuberculosis,  anthrax  and  many  other  infections;  later  came  the  recogni¬ 
tion  of  such  protozoal  infections  as  amoebic  dysentery,  malaria  and 
syphilis,  and  last  of  all  the  study  of  the  viruses  which  cause,  among 
other  infections,  smallpox,  influenza  and  poliomyelitis 0  The  discovery 
that  many  organisms  were  transmitted  from  man  to  man,  while  others  could 
be  conveyed  by  food  and  water,  by  human  excreta  and  by  animal  vectors, 
led  to  great  advances  in  preventive  medicine « 

Of  recent  years,  however,  study  has  extended  to  the  problem  of  those 
other  factors  without  which  specific  causes  may  be  unable  to  operate o 
These  are  the  general  contributory  causes  which  may  perhaps  be  referred 
to  as  "ways  of  life"Q  They  form  the  basic  study  of  the  new  epidemiology, 
which  seeks  to  discover  the  incidence  and  spread  of  disease  in  populations 
and  to  ascertain  in  environment,  social  customs,  occupations  and  economic 
studies,  the  causal  relationship  with  disease « 

There  could  be  no  better  example  of  the  importance  of  this  work 
than  the  problem  of  cancer  of  the  lungo  This  disease  is  increasing 
rapidly,  and  now  accounts  for  more  than  20,000  deaths  each  year  in  Great 
Britaiho  With  every  year  that  passes  the  incidence  increases  by  1,000, 
and  it  will  be  remembered  that  most  of  its  victims  are  men  in  the  prime 
of  lifeo  There  is  the  strongest  statistical  evidence  to  show  that  the 
more  cigarettes  a  man  smokes,  the  more  likely  he  is  to  die  of  this 
disease o  The  answer  would  appear  to  be  a  simple  one,  -  yet  how  can  the 
truth  be  brought  home  to  the  man  in  the  street? 

Infectious  Disease 

Details  of  notifications  received  will  be  found  in  each  of  the 
three  sections »  There  was  no  material  change  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  measles  notified  during  the  year,  but  only  one  case  of  whooping 
cough  was  reportedo  Most  general  practitioners  in  the  area  are  now 
using  to  an  increasing  extent  "combined  antigens"  for  protection  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  or  the  "triple  antigen"  which  also  affords 
cover  against  tetanus « 

Whereas  during  1957  a  total  of  13  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were 
notified  in  the  Horsham  area,  6  being  paralytic  and  7  non-paralytic, 
during  195&  the  total  fell  to  2  paralytic  and  2  non-paralytic  cases o 
In  neither  year  did  a  case  occur  in  the  Petworth  areaQ 

Only  one  case  of  infection  by  the  "enteric"  group  was  notified, 
the  patient  being  a  woman  resident  in  the  Horsham  Rural  District  who 
had  paratyphoid  fever «  It  is  believed  that  infection  was  contracted 
outside  the  areac 
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Only  one  case  of  suspected  food  poisoning  was  the  subject  of 
formal  notification  during  195&,  the  patient  being  a  school-girl  living 
in  the  Horsham  Rural  District «  She  suffered  from  acute  enteritis  due 
to  Salmonella  typhi-murium ,  and  was  admitted  to  Foredown  Isolation 
Hospital  for  treatment*  However  this  figure  does  not  represent  the 
true  incidence  of  these  troublesome  infections,  and  I  am  indebted  to 
the  local  medical  practitioners  for  reporting  to  the , Department  other 
cases  needing  detailed  investigation*  Although  enquiries  in  these 
cases  are  time-consuming,  frequently  necessitating  the  collection  of 
many  specimens  for  bacteriological  examination,  the  work  is  an 
essential  part  of  our  "Clean  Food"  campaign  and  is  certainly  well 
worth-while* 

At  the  end  of  each  year,  full  details  of  all  such  cases  are 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  -  the  reports  covering  not  only 
notifications  but  also  single  cases  investigated,  and  giving  full 
details  of  any  outbreaks*  The  very  comprehensive  chain  of  Public 
Health  Laboratories  now  provided  is  of  great  value  in  this  connection, 
but  only  by  the  regular  use  of  their  services  can  outbreaks  of  infective 
gastro-enteritis  be  controlled* 


Immunisation  in  Childhood 


During  the  last  fifty  years  there  has  been  a  very  marked  reduction 
in  the  severity  and  mortality  of  the  dangerous  infectious  diseases, 
although  the  incidence  of  some  remains  little  changed*  While  it  is 
true  that  the  lessened  severity  of  measles  is  due  mainly  to  modern 
therapeutic  measures,  the  principal  contribution  to  the  suppression  of 
the  other  diseases  has  been  through  the  hypodermic  syringe*  There  is 
now  the  fear  that  the  mother  of  the  future  may  become  increasingly 
reluctant  to  consent  to  the  "pricking"  of  her  baby,*  With  each  year 
that  passes  mothers  have  less  and  less  experience  of  the  commoner 
killing  diseases*  Few  young  parents  of  today  have  seen  or  heard  of 
a  case  of  diphtheria,  -  in  fact  many  doctors  now  in  practice  have  never 
seen  a  case*  It  is  possible  that  the  same  position  will  arise  with 
whooping-cough,  while  there  is  hope  that  with  the  spread  of  vaccination, 
poliomyelitis  may  disappear  in  its  paralytic  form* 

It  is  apparent  that  there  should  be,  as  far  as  possible,  some 
universal  agreement  on  a  schedule  of  immunisation  for  all  children* 

The  general  opinion  is  that  priority  should  be  given  to  whooping-  cough 
immunisation,  for  this  is  still  a  dangerous  disease  in  the  young  infant* 
Before  eighteen  months,  the  child  should  have  been  protected  against 
whooping-cough,  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  smallpox*  At 
school  entry  he  should  receive  a  "booster"  dose  against  diphtheria  and 
tetanus,  repeated  at  the  age  of  10  years,  -  while  re-vaccination  against 
smallpox  is  well  carried  out  at  about  9  years  of  age*  Protection  against 
tuberculosis  by  means  of  B*C*G*  is  recommended  around  13  years* 
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Many  families  move  from  one  district  to  another,  from  one  doctor 
to  another,  and  from  one  Health  Authority  to  another .  It  would  be  of 
the  greatest  help  to  such  parents  if  they  could  be  assured  that  the 
policy  is  the  same  all  over  the  country*  The  greater  the  uniformity, 
the  greater  is  the  degree  of  safety  to  the  patient* 

Care  of  the  Aged 

This  problem  steadily  becomes  more  acute  in  its  economic,  social 
and  medical  aspects* 

Prior  to  1948,  when  County  Councils  were  Health  and  Welfare 
Authorities  who  controlled  both  hospitals  and  welfare  homes,  it  was 
possible  for  them  to  arrange  transfer  as  necessary  from  one  to  the  other. 
As  a  result  of  the  separation  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  services,  follow¬ 
ing  the  National  Health  Service  Act  which  places  each  under  a  different 
Authority,  difficulties  have  increased.  The  existing  shortage  of  beds 
compels  the  hospitals  to  review  all  applications  with  scrupulous  care, 
and  to  refuse  any  who  are  not  urgently  in  need  of  medical  treatment* 

Only  too  often  even  those  who  are  cannot  be  admitted*  The  Welfare 
Authorities  on  the  other  hand  are  also  short  of  accommodation  and  the 
staffing  of  their  institutions  prevents  them  from  admitting  bedridden 
cases* 


It  was  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 »  in  respect  of  an  old  woman  of  74  years 
living  in  the  Petworth  Rural  District.  The  case  was  reported  by  the 
doctor,  who  had  been  consulted  by  the  neighbours  early  in  October,  when 
it  was  found  that  she  was  living  alone  in  squalor  and  using  only  a 
dangerous  paraffin  stove  for  heating  and  cooking*  She  was  disorientated 
and  obviously  suffering  from  senile  dementia*  The  relations  shared  our 
anxiety,  but  it  was  impossible  even  with  their  help  and  that  of  the 
Welfare  Officer  to  obtain  the  patient's  consent  to  admission.  A  Magis¬ 
trate's  Order  having  been  granted,  the  old  lady  was  taken  by  ambulance 
to  "North  View",  East  Preston,  where  it  was  later  confirmed  that  she 
had  settled  down  normally  and  did  not  wish  to  return  to  her  home. 


There  were  two  staff  changes  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of 
March  Mr*  Ernest  Partridge,  who  had  held  the  post  of  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  since  1926,  left  the  service  of  the  Horsham  Urban 
District  Council*  It  is  difficult  to  speak  too  highly  of  the  excel¬ 
lent  service  which  Mr*  Partridge  rendered  to  the  district  during  his 
thirty-two  years  of  service,  possessing  as  he  did  a  detailed  knowledge 
of  the  area  and  extensive  experience  of  public  health  administration. 
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In  April  the  Urban  District  welcomed  Mr.  George  Maton,  who  came  to 
us  from  the  Merton  and  Morden  area  on  appointment  to  the  post  of 
Senior  Inspector.  Mr.  W.R.  Dunstan  joined  the  staff  of  the  Horsham 
Rural  Department  in  June,  following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  R.D.  Brown. 


Once  again,  in  the  interests  of  economy,  this  report  has  been 
typed  by  my  secretary,  Miss  M.  Heydon,  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Horsham  Rural  District  Council  for  kindly  permitting  the  use 
of  the  Council’s  Multilith  machine. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspectors 
for  their  help  during  the  year  and  for  their  part  in  the  compilation 
of  this  report. 

I  would  like  to  express  to  the  Chairmen  and  Council  Members  my 
appreciation  of  their  support.

The  growth  of  Horsham  continues  at  a  steady  rate,  with  13&  new 
houses  built  during  the  year  and  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  light 
industry  established*  This  increase  will  probably  continue  for  the 
next  three  years,  by  which  time  the  present  allocation  of  land  for 
house  building  within  the  urban  district  will  be  used  up* 

As  the  weekly  market  has  declined  in  importance  and  influence, 
Horsham  may  now  be  described  as  a  residential  town  in  the  Weald  of 
Sussex,  with  mixed  light -industrial  development,  being  the  shopping 
and  recreational  centre  for  the  surrounding  area* 

The  number  of  residents  who  travel  daily  to  London  continues  to 
increase o  Unemployment  in  the  area  remains  at  a  low  level*  Horsham 
is  fortunate  in  being  situated  geographically  so  that  little,  if  any, 
atmospheric  pollution  comes  from  any  other  area* 


Most  of  the  public  health  matters  with  which  the  Council  is 
concerned  are  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Committee*  The  Building 
and  Town  Planning  and  also  the  Housing  Committee  are  to  some  extent 
concerned  in  these*

ACCOMMODATION  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease  now  rests  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and 
no  longer  with  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities.  In  this  area,  however, 
the  previous  practice  whereby  practitioners  wishing  to  arrange  admission 
of  such  cases  approach  the  Health  Department  has  been  continued  and 
works  smoothly,  both  in  and  out  of  "office  hours".  Under  this  scheme 
the  Department  is  informed  of  the  cases  much  sooner,  while  the  practi¬ 
tioner  is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  making  several  possibly  lengthy 
telephone  calls.

The  decrease  in  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  staff  is  reflected  in 
the  amount  of  work  carried  out  during  the  year  in  what  are  usually  termed 
’routine  inspections '  <>  These  are  chiefly  the  inspections  at  periodic 
intervals  of  food  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  and  other  Regulations, 
and  Factories,  etc*,  under  the  Factories  Acts  and  the  Clean  Air  Act  to 
ensure  that  proper  standards  are  being  maintained*  Legislation  affecting 
food  traders  continues  to  increase  and  regular  visits  by  an  Inspector  is 
one  means  by  which  the  trader  is  informed  of  the  up-to-date  position  and 
reminded  of  the  basic  principles  of  Food  Hygiene*  The  personal  contact 
from  such  visits  is  also  important,  for  it  encourages  the  trader  voluntar¬ 
ily  to  provide  information  of  proposed  alterations  of  premises  to  the 
Department  for  approval* 

The  inspection  and  sampling  of  food  and  action  under  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Acts  were  maintained  at  the  level  of  past  years* 

The  number  of  complaints  (excluding  complaints  of  rats  and  mice)  received 
and  investigated  was  270*

The  Clean  Air  Act,  1936,  came  fully  into  operation  on  the  1st  June, 
1938o  Such  atmospheric  pollution  as  arises  from  within  Horsham  is  due 
mainly  to  domestic  smoke  as  the  number  of  industrial  furnaces  is  small© 
The  industrial  furnaces,  however,  occasionally  give  rise  to  serious 
local  nuisances  and  it  was  necessary  to  take  informal  action  on  two 
occasions  during  the  yearQ  The  Council  approved  bye-laws  requiring 
the  provision  in  new  buildings  of  such  arrangements  for  heating  and 
cooking  as  are  calculated  to  prevent,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  the 
emission  of  smoke 0  Although  these  bye-laws  do  not  apply  to  existing 
buildings,  the  Council  have  adopted  the  progressive  policy  with  Council 
houses,  when  stoves  are  replaced,  of  installing  only  such  apparatus  as 
comply  with  the  bye-laws.

To  require  the  provision  of  fireplaces  to  burn  smokeless  fuels, 
and  then  to  permit  raw  coal  to  be  burnt,  seems  illogical,  so  more  use 
of  the  power  to  declare  smoke  control  areas  will  have  to  be  made  in 
the  future o

PART  2.  -  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES 

MEAT  INSPECTION: 

Meat  inspection  at  the  three  slaughterhouses  and  one  bacon  factory 
in  the  District  continued  to  occupy  a  large  amount  of  the  Health  Inspectors' 
time  and  necessitated  a  certain  amount  of  work  outside  office  hours. 

Based  on  Ministry  calculations  the  amount  of  meat  killed  in  Horsham 
served  a  population  of  49,908. 

All  animals  slaughtered  within  the  District  were  inspected  and  it 
is  pleasing  to  record  that  harmonious  relations  exist  between  the  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  occupiers  of  the  slaughterhouses <> 

The  Council  did  not  renew  their  lease  on  the  Central  Slaughterhouse 
and  this  passed  into  private  occupation. 

It  is  a  measure  of  the  success  of  the  Government  scheme  for  the 
eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis  that  of  890  cattle  inspected  only 
one  cow  was  affected  with  tuberculosis .  Close  liaison  was  maintained 
with  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  and  where  appropriate,  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  pigs 
were  notified  to  him  for  follow-up  on  the  farm.

.Regular  weekly  bacteriological  and  monthly  chemical  samples  of 
water  from  the  pool  were  taken  during  the  season,  making  a  total  of 
29  samples.  Of  these  26  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion,  and  3  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination 0 

Two  of  the  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were  reported 
to  contain  B.coli  (type  1).  These  were  both  taken  on  the  same  day 
when  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  chlorination  plant.  All  of  the 
remaining  samples  were  satisfactory.

ACCOMMODATION  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease  now  rests  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and 
no  longer  with  Local  Sanitary  Authorities.  In  this  area,  however, 
the  previous  practice  whereby  practitioners  wishing  to  arrange  admission 
of  such  cases  approach  the  Health  Department  has  bean  continued  and  works 
smoothly,  both  in  and  out  of  "office  hours".  Under  this  scheme  the 
Department  is  informed  of  the  cases  much  sooner,  while  the  practitioner 
is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  making  several  possibly  lengthy  telephone 
calls.

Drainage 


The  work  of  connecting  properties  to  the  new  sewer  at  Slinfold 
has  continued,  and  during  the  year  a  total  number  of  6l  were  connected 
satisfactorily  leaving  only  19  not  connected .  In  all  but  4  cases  the 
conversion  from  pall  closets  to  water  closets  was  carried  out  voluntar¬ 
ily  by  the  owners,  which  reflects  favourably  upon  the  Health  Inspectors' 
power  of  persuasion.  Few  people  appreciate  the  fact  that  a  conversion 
from  a  pail  closet  to  a  water  closet  can  only  be  insisted  upon  when  the 
Local  Authority  bear  half  the  cost,  even  though  the  sewer  and  a  water 
supply  is  readily  available.  The  use  of  primitive  earth  closets  in 
premises  which  lie  adjacent  to  a  public  sewer  seems  incongruous,  but 
it  is  unlikely  that  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1936  will  be  amended. 

"Overflowing  cesspool*’  seems  to  dominate  the  Complaint  Book  these 
days,  and  I  would  like  to  make  a  few  observations.  The  capacity  of  the 
average  cesspool  now  being  provided  to  serve  a  modern  household  is  3? 200 
gallons;  the  average  amount  of  sewage  produced  from  such  a  household  is 
100  gallons  per  day,  or  3»000  gallons  per  month;  and,  if  the  cesspool 
is  only  emptied  every  3  months  which  is  the  free  service  operated  by  the 
Council,  then  one  can  see  why  the  cesspool  overflows  into  the  nearest 
ditch  for  two- thirds  of  the  year. 

One  remedy  for  this  situation  is  to  require  the  cesspool  to  be 
emptied  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  (Section  50  -  Public  Health  Act) 
but  when  one  considers  that  the  average  charge  by  a  private  firm  for 
emptying  a  3? 200  gallon  cesspool  is  in  the  region  of  £5  and  that,  in 
order  to  prevent  the  cesspool  overflowing,  8  such  emptyings  per  annum 
would  be  needed  in  addition  to  the  4  free  emptyings  by  the  Council,  then 
one  begins  to  look  for  a  more  reasonable  solution. 

The  provision  of  a  septic  tank  either  with  sub-soil  irrigation  or 
a  percolating  filter  (incorporating  a  pump  if  necessary)  is  one  solution, 
and  the  advantages  of  this  type  of  drainage  system  over  the  cesspool  is 

always  stressed  when  discussing  drainage  proposals  with  builders.  I 

cannot  help  but  feel  that  the  water-tight  cesspool  system  which  theore¬ 
tically  demands  that  every  drop  of  sewage  produced  from  the  house  be 

pumped  into  a  vehicle  tank  and  transported  over  the  countryside  to  be 
finally  disposed  of  on  the  surface  of  the  ground  elsewhere,  leaves  much 
to  be  desired,  and  cannot  be  considered  to  be  wholly  satisfactory. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

Two  of  the  three  multiple  caravan  sites  within  the  district  are 
now  provided  with  waterborne  sanitation,  and  the  licence  for  the 
third  site  has  now  included  a  condition  requiring  the  provision  of 
such  facilities  within  the  next  year. 

During  the  past  year,  8  new  licences  and  10  renewal  licences 
were  granted  to  "erect  and  station"  a  caravan  on  land,  and  all  these 
sites  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time.

Milk  and  Dairies 

There  are  only  3  registered  dairies  within  the  district,  2  being 
small  bottled-milk  stores,  and  the  other  a  large  milk-receiving  depot

HOUSING 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  Council's 
Slum  Clearance  programme,  and  of  the  original  211  unfit  houses  notified 
to  the  Minister  in  1953 1  there  remained  at  December  31st,  1938*  ninety 
to  be  dealt  with  within  the  3-year  period  expiring  on  the  31st  August, 

1960o 

A  recent  survey  of  such  remaining  unfit  houses  in  one  parish 
revealed  that  approximately  30%  of  the  occupiers  did  not  wish  to 
accept  Council  tenancy  and  preferred  to  remain  in  their  present 
dwellings  despite  some  very  bad  housing  conditions.  The  many  aspects 
of  this  problem  require  serious  consideration  by  the  Council  before 
deciding  upon  whether  or  not  to  resort  to  compulsory  re-housing  of 
tenants  from  unfit  houses,  and  it  is  most  unlikely  that  the  slum 
clearance  programme  will  be  completed  within  the  allotted  5-year 
period  unless  such  a  policy  is  undertaken,:. 

During  the  past  five  years,  approximately  200  formal  notices  of 
"time  and  place"  (Section  16)  referring  to  unfit  houses  have  been 
served,  and  last  year  saw  the  first  appeal  to  a  County  Court  against 
the  making  of  a  Closing  Order  by  the  Council .  It  is  gratifying  to 
report  that  this  appeal  was  dismissed  with  costs  against  the  appellant 0

During  the  major  part  of  the  year,  the  government's  appeal  for 
economy  was  observed  by  the  Council  who  restricted  the  making  of 
Improvement  Grants  to  certain  classes  of  property,  and  this  resulted 
in  a  great  decrease  in  the  number  of  applications  received  and  approved. 
However,  this  policy  was  reversed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  there 
is  every  indication  that  the  current  year's  figures  will  show  a  sub¬ 
stantial  improvement . 

RENT  ACT,  1957 

There  were  8  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  and 
decisions  to  issue  Certificates  were  made  in  every  case,  although  in 
five  instances  it  was  not  proposed  to  include  all  the  items  listed  by 
the  tenant. 

Five  undertakings  given  by  landlords  to  remedy  defects  were 
accepted,  and  three  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued. 
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PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928 

In  November,  the  Council  approved  new  licensing  conditions  in 
respect  of  petrol  filling  stations  and  petroleum  stores,  having 
regard  to  the  "Model  Code"  published  by  the  Home  Office,  and  in 
order  to  give  licence  holders  time  to  bring  their  premises  up  to 
standard,  it  was  resolved  by  the  Council  to  operate  these  new 
conditions  as  from  1st  January,  i960.

The  public  water  supply  undertaking  owned  by  the  Council  has 
remained  much  the  same  during  the  year®  In  April  an  additional 
supply  . Tram.  Mi dhurst  LD.C.  was  connected  up  to  the  Council's  existing 
mains  in  Northchapel,  Fisherstreet  and  Shillinglee®  The  amount  taken 
is.  about.  20, 000  gallons  per  day  and  affords  a  better  pressure  for  the 
areas,  mentioned,,  particularly  during  periods  of  peak  demand . 

A  further  "fringe"  order  was  obtained  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  to  enable  the  Council  to  supply  two  cottages  in  Surrey  (Hambledon 
RoD.)  from  the  mains  near  Fisherstreet® 

The  only  length  of  water  main  laid  during  the  year  was  the  link 
main  from  the  Midhurst  R®D®Co  mains  to  this  Council's  mains®  This  was 
a  4-inch  main  1,232  yards  long,  of  which  647  yards  were  in  the  Midhurst 
district®  Incidentally  this  main  was  of  cement  asbestos,  the  first 
main  of  this  material  laid  in  the  district® 

Forty-two  new  connections  were  made  to  the  public  mains  during

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


The  new  Petworth  Southern  sewage  disposal  works,  which  have  been 
operating  for  a  full  year,  are  proving  very  satisfactory  and  a  good 
effluent  is  now  being  produced * 

The  starting  of  Fittleworth  sewerage  scheme  was  anticipated 
during  the  year;  tenders  were  received  and  one  accepted  as  early 
as  May,  but  the  Ministry  had  not,  up  to  the  end. of  the  year,  made  a 
decision  regarding  grant  aid,  on  this  scheme * 

A  modified  scheme  of  drainage  for  part  of  Bury  village  was 
prepared  during  the  year  and  approved  by  the  Council o  The  County 
Council  was  critical  of  it  and,  as  a  result,  a  larger  scheme  was  being 
prepared  in  the . drawing  office  at  the  close  of  the  year* 

A  filter  jnedipi  was  renewed  at  a  small  sewage  disposal  plant  for 
four  Council  cottages  at  Loxwood» 

All  other  sewage  works  functioned  satisfactorily  during  the  year 
and  effluent  reports  from  the  River  Board  were  generally  good* 

Cesspools . 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  continued  to  increase  though  every 
effort  is  made,  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  public  health,  to 
keep  the  cost  down*  The  contractors  have  one  machine  employed  full¬ 
time  in  the  district*

The  refuse  collection  service  is  practically  unaltered  and 
covers  the  whole  district*  In  the  central  parts  of  Petworth  a 
collection  is  made  twice  a  week,  in  the  outer  parts  of  the  town  once 
weekly*  The  greater  part  of  the  district  has  a  fortnightly  collec¬ 
tion,  while  the  more  remote  dwellings  and  farms  are  visited  once  a 
month  or  when  requested  on  condition  there  is  a  suitable  roado 
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Public  Cleansing  (Continued) 

Householders  are  required  to  place  refuse  containers  at  or  near 
the  entrance  of  their  dwellings  and  near  the  road.  There  are  some 
exceptions  to  this  rule,  generally  on  account  of  old  age  or  infirmity.

Housing  Act  1957 

Formal  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  on  five  dwellinghouses 
which  had  been  inspected  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  unfit  for 
human  habitation  and  which  were  not  considered  to  be  repairable  at 
reasonable  expense o  Closing  Orders  were  subsequently  made  on  three 
of  these  dwellings  and  Undertakings  not  to  permit  reoccupation  were 
given  by  the  owner  in  respect  of  two  dwellings 0  Closing  Orders  were 
also  made  in  respect  of  two  dwellinghouses  on  which  formal  action  had 
been  commenced  the  previous  year« 

Since  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  was  commenced  in  1947 ,  a  total  of 
551  dwellinghouses  has  been  the  subject  of  formal  action  under  Section 
11  of  the  Housing  Act  1956  or  Section  17  of  the  Housing  Act  1957°  Of 
these  259  have  been  dealt  with  as  follows:-  by  demolition  -  58  houses; 
by  closure  -  55  houses;  by  reconditioning  -  145  houses;  by  conversion 
to  use  other  than  dwellings  -  21  houses o  92-  dwellinghouses  remain  to 
be  dealt  with;  of  these  69  are  occupied . 

In  addition  to  the  above,  15  dwellinghouses  have  been  dealt  with 
informally  as  follows s-  demolished  2;  reconditioned  12;  converted  to

No  new  Council  houses  were  erected  during  the  year;  27  uew  houses 
were  built  by  private  enterprise  .

Where  tuberculosis  is  isolated  in  a  sample,  notification  is 
sent  to  the  County  Veterinary  Officer  and  prompt  action  is  taken 
to  remove  for  slaughter  the  animal  responsible  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Order  1938® 

The  samples  submitted  for  biological  examination  are  also 
examined  for  the  presence  of  Brucella,  and  it  is  the  practice  of 
the  Department  to  notify  farmers  of  positive  Brucella  reports, 
recommending  inoculation  as  a  means  of  preventing  spread  of  infection.

One  full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council*  He 
commenced  bis  duties  on  21st  March.  1958  shortly  after  his  predecessor 
left  the  Council’s  employment,  and  soon  afterwards  attended  a  special 
5-day  course  on  rodent  control  organised  by  the  Ministry  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  Fisheries  and  Food*  His  primary  duty  is  the ,  inspection.  of 
properties  in  the  District  to  discover  infestations  of  rats*  Infested 
domestic  premises  are  treated  free  of  charge,  but  a  charge  for  ’’time 
and  materials”  is  made  at  all  other  premises  where  treatment  is  carried 
out. 

The  Council  decided  that  Contracts  for  maintaining  farms  and 
business  premises  free  from  rats  should  not  be  entered  into  nor  could 
the  Council  take  over  Contracts  expiring  when  the  Ministry’s  Infestation 
Control  Department  is  wound  up  in  March  of  next  year,  but  individual 
treatments  would  be  carried  out  as  requested. 

’’Warfarin  rat  poison  is  now  used  exclusively  for  all  treatments 
and  has  been  completely  satisfactory.  Added  attractions  are  included 
in  the  bait  where  difficulty  is  experienced.  Advisory  leaflets  on  the 
use  of  Warfarin  are  available  to  persons  wishing  to  carry  out  their  own 
rat  destruction. 

Test  baiting  of  the  Council's  sewers  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  year,  as  a  result  of  which  a  fairly  heavy  infestation  of  the  sewers 
at  the  Polish  Housing  Estate,  Petworth,  was  discovered.  Treatment  of 
the  infested  sewers  was  carried  out  at  once.  Further  test  baiting  of 

these  sewers  three  months  later  showed  them  to  be  free  from  rats. 

Prompt  action  is  taken  at  the  first  sign  of  rat  infestation  at 
any  of  the  Council's  sewage  works  or  at  the  refuse  tip,  and  there  has 
been  little  difficulty  in  maintaining  adequate  control.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

* 

Ao  By  Local  Health  Authority. 

The  following  is  an.  account  of  the  Services  provided,  in  the 
area  of  the  Combine,  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  as  Local  Health 
Authority o 

(a)  Nursing:  The  West  Sussex  County  Council  employs  District 
Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses .  In  the  villages 
it  is  usual  for  the  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  to 
be  carried  out  by  the  District  Nurse 0  In  Horsham  the  Health  Visitors 
act  as  School  Nurses,  but  District  Nurses  and  Midwives  operate 
separately o 

(b)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare:  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held 
as  follows :- 

lo  Horsham  -  at  Health  Centre  in  Hurst  Road,  Sessions  are  held  twice 
weekly,  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  at  2 <>30  p.m.,  a  doctor  being  in 
attendance  on  the  latter. 

2o  Horsham  -  Leechpool  Lane.  Fortnightly  sessions  are  held  on 
Wednesdays,  with  a  doctor  in  attendance. 

Both  these  clinics  are  available  to  residents  from  the 
adjoining  parishes,  as  well  as  to  those  living  in  the  town. 

3»  Billingshurst .  The  Centre  is  situated  at  the  Women's  Hall,  with 

sessions  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  in  each  month  from  2.30  p.m 
A  doctor  attends  on  the  first  Tuesday. 

4.  Petworth  -  High  Street  Clinic.  Fortnightly  sessions  are  held  on 
Fridays  from  2.30  p.m.,  a  doctor  being  in  attendance. 

3»  Northchapel.  Monthly  sessions  are  held  at  the  old  school  on  the 

first  Thursday  in  each  month  from  2.30  p.m.  when  a  doctor  is  present 

6.  Loxwood .  Monthly  sessions  are  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  the 
month  from  2o30  p.m.  in  the  Village  Hall,  with  a  doctor  in 
attendance. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  "Weighing  Centres"  are  held  at  Broad- 
bridge  Heath,  Colgate,  Partridge  Green,  Rudgwick,  Cowfold,  Rusper, 
Southwater,  Warnham  and  Kirdford. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics 


1.  Horsham  Health  Centre.  Fortnightly  on  Tuesdays  at  2.30  p.m. 
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2.  Horsham  -  Lee.ch.pool  Lane  .  Sessions  are  held  as  required  on 
Wednesdays  from  2.30  p.m. 

3o  Billinas hurst .  Clinic  held  at  the  Women's  Hall,  on  the  third 
Tuesday  in  each  month  at  2.30  p.m. 

4o  Petworth  High  Street  Clinic.  A  Midwives' session  is  held  fort¬ 
nightly  at  2<>30  p»m» 

3o  Northchapel.  A  monthly  session  is  held  at  the  old  school,  on 
the  first  Thursday  at  2o30  pom.,  with  a  doctor  in  attendance. 


A  Relaxation  Class  is  held  at  Horsham  Health  Centre  weekly  at 
2o30  p.m.  on  Thursdays. 

(c)  School  Health  Service:  Regular  inspections  of  children  are 
carried  out  at  all  the  schools  by  the  District  M.O.H.  and  other  School 
Medical  Officers  in  the  service  of  the  County  Council. 

Clinics  are  held  as  follows :- 

Horsham  Urban  District. 


At  the  Health  Centre  in  Hurst  Road  -  Minor  Ailment,  Eye, 
Orthopaedic,  Physiotherapy  and  Speech  Clinics. 

A  Dental  Surgeon  operates  from  the  Health  Centre,  where  regular 
sessions  are  held  for  the  treatment  of  children  with  defective  teeth. 
Orthoptic  Clinics  are  held  in  the  building  but  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Horsham  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  sessions  are  held  at  the  Health  Centre, 
but  in  addition  visits  are  made  to  various  schools,  when  the  numbers 
to  be  dealt  with  are  sufficient  to  justify  this.  Similar  arrange¬ 
ments  apply  to  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 

At  the  Leechpool  Lane  Clinic,  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  are  held 
for  school  children  for  cases  that  can  be  dealt  with  by  the  School 
Nurses,  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation  sessions  sire  held. 

Horsham  Rural  District. 
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The  above  facilities  are  available  to  children  from  the  adjoining 
parishes  of  the  rural  district. 

Petworth  Rural  District. 

The  following  clinics  are  available  for  children  resident  in  the 
district:- 
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Eye  Clinics  are  held  at  Chichester  and  Midhurst. 

Speech  Therapy  at  Chichester  or  Petworth. 

Orthoptics  at  Chichester. 

Orthopaedic  facilities  at  Chichester, 

Physiotherapy  Clinics  at  Petworth  as  required. 

Dental  Clinics  are  held  at  various  schools  and  Centres, 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  at  the  various  schools  and 
Centres  throughout  the  area, 

(d)  Ambulance  Service:  In  the  County  of  West  Sussex  the  operation 
of  the  Ambulance  Service  is  carried  out  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade, 
acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  In  each  area  the  Divisional 
Superintendent  is  responsible  for  the  day-to-day  administration. 

At  the  Horsham  Headquarters  the  full-time  paid  staff  consists  of 
three  drivers,  a  driver-mechanic  and  a  male  attendant.  Three  vehicles 
are  in  use.  The  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Horsham  Ambulance  Division, 
including  the  full-time  staff,  give  many  hours  of  voluntary  service  to 
ambulance  work.  In  addition,  invaluable  help  is  rendered  by  members  of 
the  Nursing  Division  and  also  by  Senior  Cadets  when  necessary.  During 
1938»  3?  ^3  patients  were  transported  by  the  Horsham  ambulances,  the  mileage 
covered  being  44,866.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  accident  calls  were  answered. 
Calls  for  an  ambulance  are  made  by  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance,  or 
through  the  police  or  members  on  duty  in  cases  of  accident  or  other 
emergency , 

Since  January,  1939?  a  system  of  radio-control  has  been  in  operation 
at  Horsham,  and  the  Area  Transport  Officer  is  also  responsible  for  the 
operation  of  vehicles  based  at  Crawley,  Pulborough,  Petworth  and  Midhurst , 
The  scheme  is  proving  very  satisfactory. 

The  Hospital  Car  Service  is  also  controlled  by  the  Area  Transport 
Officer  and  the  full-time  staff  at  the  Horsham  Headquarters,  During 
the  year,  28,716  patients  were  transported  to  and  from  hospitals  and 
clinics,  the  mileage  covered  totalling  338,311?  as  compared  with  277,213 
during  1937° 


B°  Other  Facilities. 

(i)  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services;  A  comprehensive  hospital  and 
specialist  service  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board, 

Hospital  accommodation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain 
circumstances,  subject  to  appropriate  charges, 

(ii)  General  Medical  and  Dental  Services:  Everyone  is  entitled,  as 
part  of  the  arrangements  of  the  National  Health  Service,  to  general 
medical  and  dental  care.  Local  arrangements  for  these  services  are 
organised  through  the  National  Health  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex, 
173?  Broyle  Road,  Chichester, 
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(iii)  Horsham  Chest  Clinic:  This  is  held  partly  in  Horsham  Hospital 
and  partly  in  the  adjoining  Health  Centre,  and  is  available  to  all 
residents  in  the  area. 

(iv)  Venereal  Diseases:  Patients  may  attend  the  Clinic  at  the 
Worthing  Hospital  or  at  the  .Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton. 
Facilities  are  also  available  at  Redhill  County  Hospital.  Treatment 
is  confidential  and  times  are  as  follows
